MOTOR NOTES AND NEWS. 


Motoring in Winter : 


at Railway Termini : 


The custom at one: time pretty | 
general of putting up one’s car for a 
three, or even a six, months’ period each 
year is almost a thing of the past. 
Nowadays motorists believe not only in 
getting. full. value of transport out of 
their cars, but a great deal ‘of comfort 
and pleasure, too, even in winter months. 
They, therefore, find that the wisest 
practice to adopt is to keep their cars on 
the road every day out of the three hun- 
dred and sixty-five. 

The comfort, for instance, of getting 
into one’s car at the end of a hard day’s 
work, shutting out the cold and wet of a 
bad winter’s night, and anticipating the 
pleasure of a blazing fire, and possibly 
a good dinner does a lot towards blunting 
the. edge of the .many discomforts of 
weather like that which we have ex- 
perienced every night of this week. This 
is but one of the many instances in which 
car owners find considerable comfort 
during the winter time. 

Then there is much pleasure, too, to 
be derived from winter motoring. Winter 
in Ireland, after all, is mild, ‘and. there 
are plenty of wonderful days when tour- 
ing in the keen air, over dry roads, and 
when speeding is in the blood is a sheer 
delight. The roads during theso days 
are generally deserted, so that mile after 
mile of a good highway is ours to enjoy 
at any speed we are capable of travelling: 

For the greater part of the winter 
months there are tints and colours found 
in the countryside that one never gets in 
spring, summer, or autumn, and on many 
days even a pic-nic on the mountainside, 
in the valley, or amid the wooded acres 
is a really enjoyable experience. Ono 
does not, of course, get out and sit on 
the cold and damp ground. The food 
and hot drinks are taken in the car, 
within the shelter of which the: meal is 
taken in every comfort. If the day is 
very” cold and a. stiff wind blowing, the 
precaution of either covering the bonnet 
with a heavy rug or coat, or occasionally 
pressing the starter to keep the engine 
oil from gumming up will save consider- 
able subsequent physical effort. With 
this simple precaution a winter day's 
run, for instance, across the Dublin 
Mountains, or into the “' Garden of Ire- 
land,” will prove as pleasant a trip as 
one could well desire. 


BEWARE OF THE BATTERY. 


The short days and long nights of 
winter demand that the battery be kept 
at the very top of its form. On every 
occasion possible the work that the 
battery is called on to perform should be 
saved, There is no need, íor instance, to 
use the dash lamp when the ear is 
parked, nor for the fead lights to be 
switched on when travelling through well- 
lighted streets. It is essential that the 
acid shall be maintained at its proper 
level, and because of the demand made in 
winter on it, the battery should be 
topped up frequently—at least once a 
month. 

Depressing the clutch at “the same 
time as the starter is brought into action 
obviates the necessity of. the battery 
being called on to turn the driving shaft 
gears, “which have to turn with the 
engine, unless declutched. This relieves 
the battery “of cénsidérable ‘yesistance to 
its power output inasmuch as the shaft 
gears are emersed in congealed oil in cold 
weather. When starting from cold in 
the morning, or after a Jong stop, it 
saves considerable current to swing the 
engine over.a dozen times or so with the 
starting; handle, flood the. carburetter, 
and if-the engine does-not start with 
another swing, ask the starter to do the 
work... Generally a single swing after 
flooding will be. sufficient. to get her 
going. 

Now that coil ignition has come into 
fashion, the battery has assumed greater 
importance than ever. With the magneto, 
the battery. started the engine and held 
a supply of current for the lights, and im 
emergency, When the battery was almost 
run out, the magneto indirectly lit 
the lamps while the engine was running, 
the dynamo forcing through a discharged 
current sufficient to create a driving light.

In the case of coil ignition the vital 
spark comes from the battery, and because 
of this car owners should take every 
possible. precaution against leakage of 
electric cúrrént.” There are many causes 
for this—the loosening of a wire or ten- 
minal, a ' glíort circitit, or the battery 
becoming discharged. Every electrically 
operated accessory on a car—the lamps, 
the horn, the screen, the wiper, etc.—ip 
a potential source of danger, and any 
leakage must be at once attended to. It 
is not always easy to diagnose a leakage | 
which is not always apparent, and thy 
Only safeguard on cars whiich are not fitted | 
with a tell-tale lamp is by so arranging 
the wiring that the current to each instru- 
ment passes through the ammeter, which 
will record the discharge or leak. If this 
is done it will be easy to see whether any 
current is going waste when all lamps are 
out of action. Unless detected leakage of 
current will discharge the meat render- 
ing the car helpless. 


PARKS AT RAILWAY TERMINI. 


The recent example set by several of 
the English railway companies in provid- 
ing parking or .garage facilities at their | 
termini in large centres. for those driving | 
their cars to the stations and proceedin 
on a train journey is one that. might well 
be followed by the two railway companies 
having termini in Dublin, “There are 
numbers of ‘owner-drivers who, in: the 
course of their business, have occasion to 
travel frequently by train, and a place to 
park their cars in the precincts of the 
station «until their return would be a 
matter that would uot only be a great 
convenience, but. would save much delay 
and expense. Under present conditions 
those who drive their own. cars‘ to. either 
of the two termini are obliged to seek 
shelfer and care for thém in garages, the 
nearest of which in either instance is a 
considerable distance away frem the 
stations, and oftei, whén the owners return 
to the city by the last train at night con- 
siderable delay results in getting out their 
cars from these garages, which . at that 
hour are generally closed for the -night. 
Such a facility as the English railways 
have granted would be a great boon to 
many travellers. 


CAR NOISES. 


There is nothing more irritating to the 
driver than to hear the continual clatter 
of noises as he proceeds on his journey. 
Few of the less expensive cars to-day are 
fitted with a tool-box,. arranged to carry 
the contents without rattling. Loose tools 
in a box are frequently. the unsuspected 
source of many noisés which arise and 
baffle detection. To get rid of this 
annoyance wrap each tool in cotton waste 
or rags, and the running of the car will 
be found to be much more silent. 


PLUG CLEANING, 


Standing carbonised sparking plugs 
cvernight-in the mouth of a bottle having 
in it an inch or two of ammonia, and 
sealing the neck of it so as the fumes 
will not escape, often overconies the neces- 
sity for taking the plugs apart . when 
cleaning. If the points are set to one- 
thirty-second cf:an inch at the same time 
better engine performance will result. It 
is well worth the trouble to clean plugs 
periodically. 


AUTHORISED CAR PARKS. 


“í 


The authorised car “ parks ” in Dublin 
are not yet sufficiently.“clearly indicated 
to prevent the unwary motorist being sum- 
moned. for causing an obstruction with His 
car by leaving it in a street which is. not 
a recognised parking place; and his 
excuse that he was not aware that the 
place he left the car was not a parking 
place must, in all fairness; be still a good 
answer to the charge. 

This matter has been recently dealt 
with in the London area by affixing to a 
lamp standard or an iron post the inter- 
national car park sign, and the area of 
the park is marked out by special road 
studs.
